1. The attached memorandum contains | | 

personal ideas on German reunification, which can he summarized as 

follows : 

25X1 A. basic tenet is that there are in reality 

two Ger manies; that ff est; Germany is living in a dream world 
when it speaks of reunification. The only united Germany 
which could possibly evolve from reunification or confedera- 
tion is one dependent on Russia. This is because Russia 
would not permit it any other way, but also because even a 
neutral Germany would have to turn to Russia to have the 
Oder-Neisse line negotiated, which would lead to German 
conversion into another Czechoslovakia. Actually Germany s 
division into two conflicting parts was decided "in Washing- 
ton" at the conclusion of the war as a way to keep Germany 
from again becoming too powerful. The choice for Germany 
now is either unity, which would lead to bolshevization, or 
individual liberty in divided states. The best way for the 
WeBt Germans to help the East Germans is to give them diplo- 
matic recognition and to trade with them. 

B. specifically I | recommends as a first step 25X1 

to world peace the calling of a summit conference of the 
four great powers (US, USSR, France, Britain), which should 
be held in Paris so that de Gaulle could preside. The Four 
Powers should agree on recognition of all existing divided 
states, i.e., both Germanies, Chinas, Koreas and Vietnam. As 
a result there would no longer be a need for a German con- 
ference or for a peace treaty with Germany. All of these 
states should be admitted to the UN. The UN should call a 
meeting at the working level to solve resultant outstanding 
problems. West Berlin should be reconstituted and become

the permanent headquarters of the UN: a world capital 
which would he as free of political entanglements as the 
Vatican. NATO and the Warsaw Pact countries should agree 
on reduction of armaments. Vienna should become the new 
cultural center for Germany, replacing the internation- 
alized Berlin.
